The conifers offer a wide variety of size and form. They enliven 
bleak Winter landscapes with the warmth and color of their rich 
evergreen foliage; in Summer they seem to bring a sense of quiet 
and coolness to the garden. For formal or informal hedges, 
screens or windbreaks they are invaluable. 

Care must be used in the choice, location and spacing of ever- 
greens, for many will eventually reach a height of fifty to one 
hundred feet, while others are dwarf or spreading in habit and 
suitable for use where space is limited. More plantings are spoiled 
through crowding than through planting too sparsely—so allow 
plenty of room for future growth. 


NOTE: Figures after the names give approxi- 
mate heights reached by the trees and shrubs 
under favorable conditions, first under cultiva- 
tion, and then in their natural habitat.
